FINAL REPORT GOES TO THE GOVERNOR

Consolidation of All the Other Re-
poris Together, with Some Nug-
geations as to the Sclence
of Goverament,

LINCOLN, April 12.—(8pecial.)—The legin-
Iative Investigating committee has ut lust
rubmitted Ita final report to the governor.
The document bearn date of April 7 and i
signed by Messra. Muts, Beal, Moran aod
Wheeler of the committee. It la a volumi-
nous report, covering over 100 pages of type-
written manuseript, sud s substantially a
consolldation of the reports that bave here-
tofore been |ssued by the committee and re-
viewed In thelr order In these columns. A
great deal of the report s devoted to the
publication of ldesas of the committee of the
relence of government, the style belng gome-
thing like that of a graduation exsay, IFor
instance, It says that “the people are bear-
g a heavy burden of taxes,” and that “a
#tate Institution Is 1lke a large family.”
But no explanation l& made that pare of
this heavy burden that the people bear has
been the large Mutz family, thtee members
of which bave been Industriously drawing
money from the state treasury slace Janu-
ary 1, 1847.

Practically the only Item In the report that
was not contained In former reports of the
committee Is an account of how J. C. Dahl-
mwan, whi'e shierif® of Dawes county, made
a fletitlous trip to take a culprit to a =t.te
institution, whereby he was enabled to draw
$160 from the state. In thig case the com-
mittée makes the discovery that no such
trlp bad Leen made and that the paRyment
to the thrifty chalrman of the silver demo-
criatle commitiee was an "usauthorized ex-
penditure.”

The governor today recelved from the gen-
eral government a draft for $715.31, belng &
per cent of the net proceeds of the sale of
government land within the etate for the
year ending June 30, 1807, The money re-
celved from this source goes into the perma-
nent school fund,

The adjutant general of the National Guard

| Cuban honds and had a lot on hand that 1
!wantrd to suddenly double in value, the mes-
(sage would oot suit me at all. Or if 1 had

‘n wcheme to ralse an Independent army, with

which 1 wag to go to Cuba and help ‘Ye In-
surgents fight the Spanlards, and In ex-
chanege for which service I was to recelve
military glory, political honors and money,
1 wou!d now be very much dissatisfied with
the president's message. [ would Jomand
that bte recognlze the Insurgent governmeat
forthwith."

WASHINGTON, April"12%=The diplomatic
phase of the Spanish sitwdtion is In statu
quo. There are no new negotiations, and no
further developments In the old ones. 1t l&
the expectation that this status will continue
for the present at least, while congress con-
aiders the question.

A definite understanding has been reached
by the representatives of the six great
powenrs of Europe that no additional action
from that guarter would be opportune at
this time. This & not due to tny meeting
of the ambassadors and ministers, for they
have not met since the prosident’'s message
went to congress, but thelr pecsomal ex-
changes have been productive of a common
underatanding, and thelr advices sent to the
capltals of Europe ki that the prieent altua-
tion calls for no further movement by the
powers.

IGNORES THE POWERS,

It developed today that Bianco's decree of
armistice specifically stated that It waas
yiolded at the suggestlon of the pope and
the great powers, The text of the proclama-
tion, made avallable yesterday, referred to
the pope, bul omitted the griat powers of
Europe, The text was glven exactly as re-
celved. It had the effect of creating some
feellng among the representatives of the six
powers, as It was thought to be surprising
thit General Blanco omitted all reference to
the influence the powers had exertcd, which
was decisive In bringing the final result,
This led to the development that General
Blanco's proclamation in fact pad specified
the influence of the grealt powers, es well
as that of the pope, and that the omlsalon
was through Inadvertence.

General Blanco's language Is regarded as
slgnificant In two respects: First, In show-
ing that Spain ylelded to the great powers
and the pope; and, second, that the United
States was not Included n the influences
which brought about the concession.

Word reached here today that the Spanigh
consul at Key West had retired from the
consulate there because of threats eald to
have been made against hig 1ife. This Is the
first removul of a Spanlsh ofelal In the
United States as a result’ of the present
troublen.

The consul at Key West reported the cir-
cumstances in his case ‘to the Spanish min-
later at Washington and said the feeling
extended beyond the consul and Included
those Spanlards at Key 'West who supported
the home government. The consul and a
number of Spaniards who hive been living
there removed to Tampa, where It Is sald
thelr eafety ls better assuréd,

The Spanish ministér, Benor Polo, feels
that his prediction of a more hopeful turn
in affairs has been verified, and there are no
signa of Impending departure of the min-
Ister and his staff, He made specific denial
today of two published reports.

One of these was to the effect that he had
recently asked am audlence at the State
department to eubmit certain mew proposi-
tions, and that considerable trouble had
arlsen over the request, the audience at
first being denled and subsequently certain
notee belng withdrawn.

Benor Polo requested (hat the statement
be made that he had asked for no such
audience, that it had not been demled, and
the withdrawal of notes as reposted had not
occurred.

Later the Dmiro de La Marina asks these
questions: “What will they do?" and an-
swers it: “They will most certalnly content
themselves with humoring the passiong of
the Jingoes, continue thelr threats of Inter-
vention and formulate varlous messages,
which. under no clrcumstances, will prove a
casus belll,”

The Dairo de Clenfuegos ridicules the

Propose & Tax on Heer, Tea, Coffee
and Banks.
WASHINGTON, April 12—The repuhlicin
members of the ways and means commilice
have agreed upon & plan for ralsing revenue
in care of need to carry on war with Spaln.
The plan will ralse more than $100,000,000
additlonal revenue amnually, end be thus

distributed:

An additional tax on beer of §1 per barrel,
estimated to yleld $35.000,000; a bank stamp
tax on the llnes of the law of 1866, osti-
mated to yleld $30,000,000; a duty of 3 cents
& pound on coffee and 10 cents a pound on
tea, and a llke amount of Internal tax co
stocks of coffee and tea on Fand In the
United States, estimated to yleld $2%,000,000;
additional tax on tobacco expected to yield
$15.000.000,

The committee also authorizes the Issuing
of $500,000,000 bonds. These bonds are to be
offered for sale at all postoMees lo the
United States in amounts of $60 eash, mak-
ing a popular loan to be abgorhed by the
Feople; and to cover emergencles the secre-
tary of the treasury will be authorized to
Issue treasury certificates. These certifi-
cates or debentures are to be used to pay
reaning expences when the revenues do noat
meet the expenditures.
